The weather is still inclement, with 
occasional. sunshine. About a foot of 
snow fell during the night of the 13 


-|instant, I visited the White Sulphor 


Hot Springs to-day. There is cer- 
tainly a most wonderful freak of nu- 
ture to be witnessed at that place. 
The springs are situated abont one 
mile and à half from here, on the 
slope of a huge hill, from which site a 
most picturesque view is had of the 
Humboldt valley below, the river 
winding Its way like a silver thread 
through the now green valley. The 
spring boils up out of the solid rocks. 
The steam escaping causes it to bub- 
ble like boiling water in à pot. In 
the vicinity of this hot spring, rents or 
small holes in the rock provide anoth- 
er means for the steam, which is gen- 


erated in the bowels of the earth, te 
escape. In another place we have a 
small pond, some twenty feet long and 
ten feet wide, which acts in the same 
manner as the principal flowing spring. 
The water in this place is about two 
feet deep, and you could see a pin on 
the bottom, it is so clear. You can 
take 6 piece of wire, and make a 
hanging basket, put it into the hot 
water, and in three weeks time, the 
wire will be covered over with a hard 
substance similar to stone. This wat- 
et contains great sanitary properties. 
In some cases it cures rbeumatism, 
and in others it relieves the affliction. 
As drinking water it is most excellent 
and bealthy. 

In the manufacture of that excell- 
ent commodity, Mineral Soap, the 
water forms a most valuable acqui- 
sition at this place. The Mineral 
Soap company have a large and spacious 
building and are diligently at work. 
They make three es of soap— 
washing, farrier's toilet. A 
small quantity of lye is used with the 
clay in the article intended for the 
laundry. And tallow is used in the 
toilet; farrier’s is made of cocoanut 
oil. The water is conveyed in troughs 
to the bath house and soap factory. 
The sediment that settles in these 
troughs is so great that they have to 
be taken down to bave the rock bro- 
ken out of them at least once a year. 

We have a temperance organization 
hére, which has been productive of no 
emall amount of good, but, as is al- 
ways the cage, has met with consider- 
able opposition from the intemperate 
people.
